Thank you for your letter of March 7, 2002. 

Ciphergen is not willing to agree to the condition proposed in your letter (i.e., forgo any potential 
legal claims against Dr, Hutchens in the future related to the review of the applications). Dr. 
Hutchens is a former employee of Ciphergen Biosystems, Inc. On April 7, 1997 he executed a 
"Proprietary Information And Inventions Agreement" in which he agreed to "hold in strictest 
confidence" Ciphergen's Proprietary Information and to "assist the Company in every proper 
way to obtain and from time to time enforce United States and foreign Proprietary Rig^its 
relating to Company Inventions." Dr. Hutchens' obligation to respect the terms of this 
agreement is not conditioned on Ciphergen waiving its rights, and Ciphergen has no intention of 
waiving its rights in this regard. Accordingly, Ciphergen now has no choice but to proceed with 
prosecution of these patent applications naming Dr, Hutchens as an uncooperative inventor in 
both the above application and in the application that Dr. Parent is handling (patent application
